Laclede will deliver to North 
American Co. here tomorrow a 
check for $11,250,000 and will take 
over ownership and operation of 
the county utility Saturday. This 
will unify gas service for the en- 
tire Missouri portion of the metro- 
politan area. The deal was ap- 
proved recently by the Missour! 
Public Service Commission. 

Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion order was filed at Jefferson 
City this afternoon in the Cole 
County Circuit Court by AFL In- 
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ternational Union of Operating 
Engineers, Local No. 148 which 


opposed the merger of the com- 
panies on behalf of some of the 
employes of the St. Louis County 
Gas Co. 

Counsel for the union said the 
application for review of the com- 
mission decision authorizing the 
consolidation would not set aside 
the order pending a decision, It 
was said however, that pendency 
of the appeal might cause delay 
in the issuance of $13,000,000 in 
new bonds and notes by the Lac-

OPERATOR FOUND 
BEATEN 10 DEATr 
IN ST. CHARLES 


Autopsy Shows Mrs. Es- 
tella Warner Was Bru- 
tally Beaten, Apparent- 
ly Stamped On — In- 
quiry on Robbery. 


A search for clues in the mur- 
der of Mrs. Estella Marie Weh- 
meier Warner, who was beaten 
to death yesterday, was being 
made today in the little drug store 
she operated about a mile from 
downtown St. Charles by State 
Highway Patro! investigators and 
Sheriff Lester Plackmeyer of St. 
Charles county, 

Mrs. Warner, 48-year-old opera- 
to: of the store, known as the Bt. 
Charles Pharmacy, at 511 North 
Kingshighway, was found dead 
about 3:25 p.m. yesterday. 

She had been brutally beaten. 
An autopsy performed last night 


showed she suffered a fracture of 
the upper jaw, concussion of the 
brain and five broken ribs, which 
Plackmeyer said, apparently were 
inflicted by the murderer stamp- 
ing on her. Dr, J. R. Roberts, 
pathologist of St. Joseph’s Hospital 
in St. Charles, said she apparently 
died of hemorrhage. Her chest 
cavity was filled with blood. 

Ten hours of investigation yes- 
terday and last night produced as 
clues only the buckshot and sand 
that apparently ran out of a black- 
jack, which split under the terrific 
blows the murderer had struck at 
the woman, Sheriff Plackmeyer 
said, and a drinking glass from 
which state patrohmen hope to ob- 
tain fingerprints, 

Inquiry on Robbery Motive. 

An effort will be made today, 
Plackmeyer said, to determine 
whether the murderer robbed the 
store. One drawer of a cash 
register was open and contained 
only, ) enange. be said, Mrs. 
Vater was known ave kept 
very little money there. Plack- 
meyer said he discovered $25 in 
bills in her purse in the rear room 
and a small, blue and white plas- 
tic box in the other drawer of 
the cash register contained about 
$5 in change. 

Plackmeyer said the appear- 
ance of the rear section of the 
store and the rear room, behind 
a wallboard partition, indicated 
Mrs. Warner had put up a fight. 
Several bottles of whisky had 
been knocked from a shelf and 
broken, and a packing box, con- 
taining patent medicines, tooth- 
paste and other articles, had been 
overturned, 

Body Found by Customers. 

The body was discovered by 
Gus Temme of Wentzville, a state 
liquor inspector, and Harry 
Hoelscher Jr., a neighbor of 320 
North Kingshighway. Temme told 
the Sheriff he and Hoelscher en- 
tered the store about 3:10 p.m. and 
talked for awhile, waiting for Mrs, 
Warner to wait on them. 

When she did not come in about 
15 minutes, he said, he walked 
toward the rear of the store to see 
whether she was ill. It was then 
he found the body. There was 
blood from head wounds on the 
carpet and an overturned chair 
was partly across the body. A 
broken whisky bottle was near 
the head. 

After the investigation yester- 
day and last night, Plackmeyer 
said the murder occurred between 
2 and 3 p.m. He said the murderer 
apparently ordered a box of cigars 
and while Mrs. Warner was 
wrapping the box at a counter in 
the rear of the store, he struck 
her with a blackjack.

$1 Buys 85 Cents Worth of Goods, 
On Basis of Its Value a Year Ago 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (UP)— 
Because of increasing prices, the 
purchasing power of the dollar 
dropped 15 cents in the year ended 
Jan. 15, Department of Labor 
figures showed today. It was 34 
cents lower than it was~Jan. 15, 
1941—base date of wartime stabil- 
ization. 

The department reported its 
cost of living index Jan. 15 was 
17.9 per cent higher than a year 
before. Statisticians said _ this 
means it takes $1 now to buy what 
cost 85 cents a year ago. 

The index showed that thge-cost 
of living had declined one tenth 
of 1 per cent between mid-Decem- 
ber and mid-January. It was the 
first drop since Feb. 15, 1946, when 
President Truman changed wage- 
price stabilization policy to settle 
the steel strike. 

Since Jan. 15, however, whole- 
sale and retail prices have begun 
to climb again. Wholesale prices 
jumped to a record high last week 
of 144.3 per cent of the 1926 av- 
erage. They were up 1.2 points 
from the preceding week. 

A drop of 14 per cent in retail 
food prices was the principal rea- 
son for the slight drop in the over- 
all cost of living between Dec. 15 
and Jan. 15, the department said. 
Prices for clothing, fuel and elec- 
tricity, house furnishings and mis- 
cellaneous goods and services con- 
tinued upward, 

A sampling of rents showed that 


“residential rents in large cities 
have remained generally stable 
since September 1946 when data 
(nation-wide) were last collected.” 


Here was the price situation for 
the month ended Jan, 15: 


Food—Down 1.1 per cent. 


Clothing—Up 1 per cent. Men’s 
clothing prices 84 per cent and 
women's 68 per cent above August 
1939. 


Fuel, electricity and ice—Up 1.6 
per cent, The January freight 
rate increase granted the rail- 
roads forced up retail coal prices. 


House furnishings—Up _ eight- 
tenths of 1 per cent. All house- 
hold appliance prices up except on 
sewing machines. 


Miscellaneous goods and serv- 
ices—Up four-ténths of 1 per cent 
because of higher prices for news- 
papers, motion pictures, tobacco 
and household operation. Prices 
for permanent waves were slightly 
lower in a few cities. 


The department’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics emphasized that 
deterioration of quality and sim- 
ilar factors “have not been in- 
cluded in the consumers’ price in- 
dex.” It said it would continue to 
leave adjustments for these pur- 
poses to users of the index.

$3,423,405 RISE 
IN GIY BUDGET 
REQUESTS WITH 
DEFICIT LIKELY 


Departments Call for To- 
tal for °47-’48 Fiscal 
Year of $35,260,115 — 
Five Suggestions for 
More Revenue. 


City government departments 
were reported today by Budget 


Director E, G, Schubkegel as hav- 
ing requested total appropriations 
of $35,260,115 for the next fiscal 
year, 1947-48, This is an increase 
of $3,423,465 over the appropriation 
total for 1946-47, which was $31,- 
836,650, and which was a record 
high in city expenditures. 

The budget director's report, 
which was presented to the city 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment at its meeting today, is sub- 
ject to trimming, and Schubkegel 
will go over the requested appro- 
priations, item by item, with the 
heads of city departments, He 
said, however, that he doubted 
whether it would be possible to re- 
duce the total by more than §1,- 
000,000, in view of rising costs af- 
fecting all lines of municipal 
spending. 

“Unless present sources of reve- 
nue are augmented,” the report 
said, “a large deficit for next year 
(1947-48) is inevitable. He has 
previously estimated that a deficit 
of about $3,500,000 would be shown 
at the end of the fiscal year 1946- 
47, next April. 

The figures in Schubkege)'s to- 
taling of next year’s requests and 
the present year’s appropriations 
include all branches of the city 
government except the Water De- 
partment. The figure given for 
the Police Department is not final, 
since the Police Board has not 
presented its request, which is not 
subject to reduction by city offi- 
cials, The figure used for the po- 
lice, $6,686,348, is the present year’s 
appropriation. 

“Revenue receipts for the next 
fiscal year,” Schubkegel said in 
his report to the Board of Esti- 
mate, “may amount to slightly in 
excess of $28,000,000 if the city is 
hot deprived of the earnings tax 
and the Municipal (MacArthur) 
Bridge revenues, at present in 
litigation.” 

Revenue Increase Proposals. 

Means of augmenting city reve- 
nue are now being considered by 
the Citizens’ Tax Commission, 
headed by Robert E. Blake. The 
revenue section of the commission 
yesterday approved five proposals 
for revenue increases, two of which 
would require action Of the State 
Legislature, as well as the Board 
of Aldermen, The proposals are: 

A 5 per cent tax on theater, 
moving picture, sport and all 
other admission tickets except

NEW YORK BILL MAKES ‘SHOT’ 
IN PUBLIC BARS AT LEAST | 02. 


False-Bottom Glass Prohibited for 
Liquor for On-Premises 
Consumption, 

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb, 27 (AP)— 
False bottoms in liquor glasses 
used in public establishments are 
prohibited under a bil passed by 
the Senate yesterday and sent to 
Gov. Dewey. 

The measure provides that no 
establishment selling for on-prem- 
ises consumption “shall use... 
any glass or other container so 
constructed as to be deceptive in 
appearance or to mislead the con- 
sumer ag to its true capacity.” 

It directs that such establish- 
ments shall sell unmixed whisky, 
gin or rum only in glasses having 
a capacity when completely filled 
of either one or one and one-half 
fluid ounces. A variation of not 
more than one-eighth fluid ounce 
above or below the capacity is al- 
lowed. Ships and railroads using 
containers having a different fluid 
capacity are exempt from this pro-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP)— 
The White House, replying to 
British Foreign Secretary Ernest

“Unfortunate and misleading,”

Bevin was not mentiored by 
name, but the statement cited 
Tuesday's “debate in the British 
Parliament.” It was then that 
Bevin said President Truman 
“spoiled” Palestine negotiations 
last October by issuing a call, 
during the congressional cam- 
paigns, for the immediate entry 


of 100,000 Jews into Palestine. 
Bevin had added: 
“I really must point out that in 
international affairs, I cannot set- 


tle things if my problem is made'

The White House had been silent 
until Press Secretary Charles G.

MORE BUILDINGS 
OR INSANE 10 
BE RECOMMENDED 


Eleemosynary | Commit- 
tee Also May Urge Pay 
Rises, Housing at State 
Hospitals. 


Construction of additional build- 
ings at state hospitals to take 
care of insane patients will be 
recommended to the State Legis- 
lature by the special eleemosy- 
nary committee, Chairman Doug- 
las Mahnkey announced after a 
hearing here today. 

The committee also is consider- 
ing recommendations that the 
salaries of physicians on the hos- 


pital staffs be raised, and that 
cottages or other living quarters 
for the doctors and their families 
be provided, Mahnkey said, in 
order to encourage physicians 
who are experts in mental disease 
to accept positions as superintend- 
ents of the state institutions. 

It has been agreed tentatively, 
he said, that the committee will 
recommend establishment of oc- 
cupational therapy buildings at 
each hospital. 

Mahnkey said the committee 
“has been toying with the idea” 
that if a superintendent of a State 
hospital decided that a particular 
patient could be cared for in home 
surroundings in his county, it 
should be made mandatory for the 
county to provide care for the pa- 
tient. He suggested this might be 
accomplished, by raising the cost 
to the county in those cases from 
the present $6 a month per patient 
to $30, the actual cost to the state. 

He asked H. J. Moler, president 
of Missouri Pacific Hospital, 
whether he thought the superin- 
tendents or their staffs could 
make such a decision. Moler said 
he thought they could, 

“T think we should amend the 
law to permit voluntary admis- 
sions to state hospitals,” Mahnkey 
asserted. At present, a person 
must be adjudged insane and com- 
mitted by a court before he can be 
admitted to a state hospital for 
treatment. That stigma would be 
avoided if a mentally sick person 
could be admitted to a hospital at 
his own request or at the request 
of his family, without going into 
court, Mahnkey said.

$100,000 SOUGHT

Attorney General Taylor 
Asserts Time Is ‘Rotten 
Ripe’ to Investig 


Price Rises.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 27 — 
A special appropriation of $100,000, 
to institute anti-trust litigation for 
alleged price fixing in Missouri, 
was requested yesterday by Attor- 
ney General J, E. Taylor. 

He told the House Appropria- 
tions Committee that prices on 
commodities had risen sharply 
since removal of OPA controls, 
and that there are “grave sus- 
picions” that many prices have 
gone up “artificially.” He said 
his preliminary’ § investigations 
“bear this out.” 

“The time is ripe—rotten ripe 
— to begin enforcement of the 
state anti-trust laws,” the attor- 
ney general asserted. ‘ 

“T have made a trip to Wash- 
ington on this matter and officials 
there have assured me of their 
co-operation.” 

Taylor said, however, that he 
did not have sufficient funds to 
finance the investigations and the 
suits. The $100,000, he explained, 
would be required for employment 
of two attorneys and four investi- 
gators, and to pay the heavy costs 
of quo warranto proceedings. 

“A Lot” of Violations, 

“You give me enough attorneys 
and investigators and I'll guaran- 
tee to recover for the State of 
Missouri far more in fines and 
penalties than the appropriation, 
and save the people of Missouri a 
lot of money besides,” he said.

LONDON, Feb. 27 (AP)—For 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin said 
today Britain was “anxious” to 
conclude a four-power pact to 
keep the peace in Europe and 
that the question would be dis- 
cussed at the Big Four foreign 
ministers’ meeting in Moscow. 

Opening a foreign affairs debate 
in the House of Commons with a 
survey of diplomatic problems, 
Bevin specifically indorsed the 
proposal made by former United 
States Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes last May for a 40-year 
treaty to keep Germany demilitar- 
ized. 

“It is a great thing that the 
United States have taken this vital 
interest in the preservation of 
peace in Europe,” he said. 

Need to Re-educate Reich. 

He said he was not sure that 
Germany, even after defeats in 
two great wars, knew the real 
meaning of defeat and recognized

Bevin told Commons he hoped 
the pending British-French treaty 
would be signed soon.

Britain's proposal for revising the 
British-Soviet treaty, as suggested 
by Premier Stalin, would be pre- 
sented to the Russians in the near 
future. 

On the 1942 British - Russian 
treaty, which the Soviet press once 
accused him of repudiating, Bevin 
said: “I am extremely glad that 
the desire is shown to prolong the 
alliance on the basis of closer and 
cordial relations between the twe 
countries.”

Bevin also told Commons in hig 
Survey of world affairs: 

1. Britain holds that any satis- 
factory system of general dis 
armament must be based on col- 
lective security so firm that “no 
one country would be left to hold 
the enemy for a_ considerable 
time while the others were con- 
sidering whether they would come 
to the assistance.” 

2, Now that the peace treaty 
with Italy has been signed, Brit- 
ain is willing to discuss with that 
country “any hardships arising 
out of treaty obligations.” An 
Italian economic delegation wil?

Hodcarriers' Union, was accorded the Senate Labor Committee yes- 


terday. 


The senators, disagreeing in con- 
siderable measure with Father 
Toner’s defense of the closed 
shop, by and large kept the con- 
versation on the high metaphysi- 
cal plane on which he launched it. 

Not so with Moreschi, who re- 
called the crucifixion of Christ and 
suggested that this act stands 1900 
years later as the symbol of a 
cause. Just so, he said, laws 
which “would restrict and even 
make criminals of labor represent- 
atives” would make martyrs of 
them and inflame the zeal of their 
followers. 

Embarrassing Questions. 


The senators kept asking Mo- 
reschi about the pending indict- 
ment here in Washington which 
charges him with embezzling 
funds of the union he heads; about 
the indictment of another interna- 
tional officer of the union in New 
York on an extortion charge. They 
brought out that the union he de- 
scribed as democratic in its func- 
tioning has held three conventions 
since it was organized in 1911. 


They didn’t get around to ask- 
ing Moreschi about affairs of his 
union in St. Louis, where four of- 
ficers were indicted several years 


ago on charges of stealing $151,-| employes.

Actually, Moreschi didn’t say 
anything. He pleaded an eye ail- 
ment which kept him from read- 
ing the statement submitted to 
the committee. That function was 
performed for him by the union's 
lawyer, Vincent F. Morreale, who 
sat beside him at the witness 


table. 

How Moreschi's eye ailment 
kept him from answering ques 
tions was not clear, but whenever 
a question was addressed to him, 
he would whisper to Morreale, and 
the lawyer would phrase the an- 
wer. 
3 “Advocate for Public.” 

Father Toner, introducing him- 
self as an advocate of no one but 
the public, said at the outset he 
held no brief for the sins and 
abuses of organized labor*and its 
leaders any more than he did for 
the sins and abuses of organized 
industry. 

“When capital and labor, em- 
ployer and employe, fail to face 
honestly and solve justly the many 
and complex problems of collec- 
tive bargaining,” he said, “they 
fail by that degree to preserve the 
pillars of private enterprise, and 
they sow the seeds of their own 
and democracy’s destruction. And 
the more they come before the 
court of public opinion which 
forces Congress to act, the more 
they reap the harvest of their own 
misdeeds.” 

Addressing himself particularly 
to bills by Senator Ball (Rep.), 
Minnesota, which would outlaw 
the closed shop and industry-wide 
bargaining, Father Toner quoted 
various court decisions, among 
them opinions of former Chief 
Justice William Howard Taft of 
the United States Supreme Court 
and Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, in support of his argu- 
ment that unions must expand as 
industry has expanded if the la- 
borer ‘s to deal on a basis of 
equality with his employer. 

“T have no {Intention of propos- 
ing,” he sAid, “that the fundamen- 
tal axioms of society or*conditions 
of life be changed. Therefore I 
am compelled, by their reasoning, 
to admit the necessity and the de- 
sirability of the counterpart of 
employer-wide combinations — in- 
dustry-wide unions—if I want the 
battle to be carried on in a fair 
and equal way. And I do want in- 
dustrial democracy to be at least 
fair.” 

Quotes From Ball. Speech. 

Speaking of -he closed shop, he 
quoted from a 1941 Senate speech 
by Ball on a proposal to outlaw it: 
“The unions, which have fought 
long and hard for closed shop 
agreements, would resent such a 
provision bitterly. I think it would 
increase industrial strife rather 
than promote harmony in indus- 
trial relations.” ‘ 

Rall broke in to explain, as he 
has had occasion to do before, that 
he had always thought the closed 
shop wrong in principle, but op- 
posed the 1941 bill to bar it be-

But Father Toner asked if it 
would be logical to assume that

Fundamentally, he continued, 
the closed shop is nothing more 
than a policy adopted by a group 
of employes who, having formed a 
union, refuse to work with those 
who wil] not join with them. That 
has been a common principle of 
workingmen from the days of the 
medieval guilds down to the pres- 
ent day, he said. 


“It is democracy in action under 
majority rule which always works 
a hardship on those who oppose 
the majority.” he said. “Endless 
and useless debate will be avoided 
if we realize that under the Wag- 
ner Act the employer has no right 
to make a closed shop and the in- 
ternational union has no right to 
make a closed shop, for the closed 


shop is the exclusive right and 
privilege of the majority of the 
The employes are the 


and the employer the partner in 
the contract.” 


Shakespeare said man had seven 
ages, but Father Toner gave the 
process of colective bargaining 
only three—infancy, boyhood, and 
manhood. In the first, he said, the 
closed shop is rare; in the second 
it exists, but usually is something 
hotly contested; in the third, it is 
the accepted method of procedure. 
Laws of Other Nations. ° 
He considered the experience of 
other English-speaking. countries 
with the closed shop, citing them 
as having more mature experience 
than we with collective bargain- 
ing. New Zealand does not out- 
law it, but encourages it and 
sometimes enforces it by law. Aus- 
tralia enforces it by law, and 
Canada upholds it. 
There was widéspread mis¢con- 
ception, he said, about the status 
of the closed shop in England. He 
maintained it has existed there for 
1200 years. (Actually the closed 
shop as it is known in modern 
times has only recently become an 
issue in England. The all-union 
shop is the common form, but 
employes within a shop may be- 
long to various unions.) 
Granting that many of the 
abuses attributed to labor unions 
are associated with those unions 
which have closed shop contracts. 
Father Toner said all the sins of 
unionism will be charged against 
the closed shop when most of them 
should be charged against individ- 
uals. 
He recommended: 

That employers, who complain 
that their workers are deprived 
of the right to work because of 
expulsion from a closed shop 
union, should have a contractual 
right of review, such as unions 
claim for their discharged mem- 
bers. 

Congress might pass a law to 
protect workers from being dis- 
criminated against through 
closed shop agreements, 

Workers who are acceptable 
to employers should be accepta- 
ble to unions which may have 
closed shop contracts with em- 
ployers, 

Employes expelled from a un- 
ion should have the right of 
trial before some public body, 
and if found to have been un- 
justly expelled, should be rein- 
stated and reimbursed for dam- 
agés sustained. 

Objectors within a nion to a 
closed shop contract should have 
their rights of free speech pro- 
tected for a reasonable period 
previous to renewal of contract 
negotiations. 

A commission should be ap- 
pointed to explore the sources of 
labor unrest. One example of a 
false conclusion in this regard, 
he said, is that the closed shop 
causes all major strikes. He re- 
called last year’s railroad strike 
which “almost paralyzed” the 
country and reminded the Sena- 
tors that the railroad brother-

WORST IN FIFTY 
YEARS HOOVER 


| , Conditions ‘Pretty Grim,’ 


He Says After Report- 
ing to President on 
Food Survey. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP)— 
Former President Herbert Hoover 
said at the White House today 
that conditions all over Europe 


are “pretty grim” and are the 
worst in 50 years, 

After talking with President 
Truman for nearly an hour, dis- 
cussing his/investigation of relief 
needs in central Europe, Hoover 
told reporters that “everybody is 
cold” in northern and central 
Europe with canals and rivers 
frozen and railroads still demoral- 
ized from the war, 

He said he will make another 
report to the President, probably 
next week, dealing with the food 
problem in Austria and with the 
development of manufacturing in- 
dustries in Germany to help de- 
velop exports there, so Germany 
can pay. for food furnished by 
Britain and the United States. 

Asked if he expects any opposi- 
tion to developing German indus- 
try on the ground that it might 
involve “imperialistic dangers,” 
Hoover replied in the negative and 
said there is “no imperialism” 
left there now.” 

Hoover said the proposals for 
developing manufacturing would 
deal with light industries to help 
Germany to become self-support- 
ing. He said American tax payers 
are now footing the relief bill and 
indicated they still will have to 
carry the burden until Germany 
is put on a more self-sustaining 
basis. 

Hoover said the food supply 
problem for Austria is not a big 
item since there are only about 7,- 
500,000 people in that country, 


17 MORE PERSONS INDICTED 
IN SUGAR BLACK MARKET 


CHICAGO, Feb. 27 (UP)—Sev- 
enteen persons were indicted to- 
day in the Government's investi- 
gation of a nation-wide sugar 
black market which informed 
sources said may involve as much 
as 100,000,000 pounds of sugar. 

The indictments, returned.by a 
federal grand jury which has been 
making a secret investigation of 
the sugar ring for several weeks, 
brought to 43 the number of per- 
sons thus far indicted. Additional 
indictments were expected. 

The 17, including one woman, 
were named in 21 indictments re- 
turned by the jury, which indicted 
26 persons Tuesday. They includ-

FOR MARSHALL, RECALLED 


Chairman Holds Up 


— Acheson Promises Data on Ships 
Transferred to Russia. 


Subcommittee Action 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP)— 
Representative Bradley (Rep.), 
Michigan, today “temporarily sus- 
pended” the serving of a subpena 
against Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall by a House Merchant 
Marine subcommittee. 

Bradley, who is chairman of 
the full committee, acted shortly 
after the subcommittee, headed by 
Representative Weichel (Rep.), 
Ohio, had issued the subpena for 
Marshall to appear and produce 
all records and communications 
dealing with the wartime transfer 
of United States ships to Russia. 

Bradley said Under Secretary ot 
State Dean Acheson promised him 
by telephone to appear in the 
Michigan legislator’s office this 
afternoon with copies of State De- 
partment correspondence with 
Russia relating to 95 lend-lease 
ships. 

Bradley expressed regret Weichel 
had issued the subpena. 

At a press conference in the 
presence of Weichel, Bradley said: 

“I am very sorry he issued it 
because Gen. Marshall doesn't 
know a damn thing about these 
Russian ships.” 

Bradley said Speaker Martin 
also deplored the action. 

Weichel told Bradley his action 
was not intended as a reflection 
on. Marshall but was “just a for- 
mal procedure” to obtain records 
the committee has been trying to 
get for two weeks. 

Bradley's Retort. 

“It’s a formal way of making 
headlines, too,” Bradley retorted. 

Marshall left his office for lunch 
before 1 p.m., apparently without 
knowledge that he was being 
sought. Asked by reporters as he 
entered the State Department ele- 
vator whether he had been served 
with the House committee sub- 
pena he said, “What subpena?” 

Acheson, who accompanied him, 
said, “I'll tell you all about it,” 
and they departed. 

Bradley told reporters, “Gen. 
Marshal] has a lot of other things 
on his mind more important than 
these ships.” 

The subpena directed the Secre- 
tary to appear tefore the commit- 
tee at 9:30 a.m. (8:30 a.m. St. Louis 
time) tomorrow with “all books, 
papers, communications and other 
memoranda covering the matter 
of approximately 100 merchant 
ships o‘vned by the United States 
now in the possession of the Rus- 
sian Government, the communica- 
tions to Russia and the replies of 
Russia.” 

In view of the constitutional 
separation of powers between the 
legislative, executive and judicial 
branches of the government, Con- 
gressional sources said there was 
a question whether Marshal! could 
be compelled to comply with a 
House subpena. When Secretary 
of Interior Krug was subpenaed 
by the House Surplus Property 
Committee last session, he ap- 
peared be‘ore the committee but

“Since the refusal to disclose the 
contents of the correspondence 
covering these ships with Russia, 
I am informed the Department of 
State has disclosed communica- 
tions from countries in the West- 
ern Hemisphere, ,Could it be that 
Russia is the sacred cow of the 
State Department?” 


Two weeks ago Clayton urged 
that Congress permit the State 
Department to negotiate for the 
return of the ships and said the 
department opposes dny legisla- 
tion designed to force immediate 
return of the ships. Both Weichel 
and Representative Bradley 
(Rep.), Michigan, committee chair- 
man, have introduced such pro- 
posals in the House.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (UP)— 
The House un-American Activities 
Committee received evidence to- 
day that alleged Communists had 
access to an Allis-Chalmers plant 
making materials for the atomic 
bomb project. 

The evidence evoked from Rep- 
resentative Mundt (Rep.), 8.D. a 
demand that company officers be 
haled before the committee. He 
said they apparently had been lax 
in enforcing security regulations, 

The evidence consisted of testi- 
mony by Floyd Lucia of Milwau- 
kee, a member of Local 248 of the 
CIO United Auto Workers, and a 
photostat presented by committees 
investigator Robert Stripling. 

Among other things, Lucia told 
the committee that his local, 
which he said was Communist- 
dominated, sent President Truman 
a telegram asking his to turn over 
United States atomic bomb secrets 
to Soviet Russia. 

Stripling’s evidence was a photo- 
static copy of a Communist peti- 
tion urging election of Sigmund 
Eisenscher in the Wisconsin 1946 
gubernatorial election.

“The 
next day Roosevelt flew back to 
Washington and assured the 
American Zionists that his conver- 
sations with Ibn Saud had not 
altered his attitude to Zionism.” 


A Palestinian Arab editor urged 
a worldwide Communist campaign 
to discredit Zionism—especially in 
the United States—as “an ally of 
imperialism.” 

Emil Touma, a leader of the 
Palestine National Liberation 
League and editor of the newspa- 
per Al Ittihad, outlined his views 
to delegates and guests from 30 
countries at the first British em- 
pire conference of Communist 
parties. 

“The problem of Palestine is in- 
dependence,” Touma said in an ad- 
dress discussing a proposed reso- 
lution to demand immediate Brit- 
ish evacuation of Palestine, India, 
Burma, Ceylon, Egypt and all 
Arab countries. 

The first step should be evacua- 
tion of the 100,000 British troops 
now in Palestine, Touma said, and 
the second, an end to the flow 
of Jewish immigrants “misguided” 
by Zionism. 


Warning that “American monop- 
oly capitalism is preparing for a 
new war and is infiltrating the 
Middle East,” the Arab delegate 
said the center of Zionism was 
moving from Britain across the 
Atlantic.

To head off rapidly developing 
plans to bring in D. P.s from 
Europe, Horner will tell Attlee that 
British man power will suffice if 
miners are given more food, more 
consumer goods, better housing, 
adequate wages, and promises that 
deliveries of mine machinery wil: 
be speeded up. 

Horner said there are thousands 
of ex-miners who could be at- 
tracted back to their old jobs, At 
the outbreak of the war, he said 
there were 766,000 men in the pits. 
Now there are 695,000. And each 
year, he added, up to 60,000 more 
men leave the mines. 


Could Be Brought Back. 


Horner said these skilled vet- 
erans could be brought back im- 
mediately if mining could be made 
inviting. The same is true, he said, 
of “thousands of youngsters.” 

Even if displaced persons could 
be obtained from the Continent, 
“where miners are so short,” it 
would take months to train them, 
Horner said, noting that only 10 
months remain in the year. 

As his part of the bargain, Hor- 
ner said, he would promise that 
granted the right conditions the 
coal output a man a year in 1947 
could be jumped to 275 tons, as 
compared with 259 tons in 1946. 

Horner and Lawther both char- 
acterized the move to bring in 
European labor as an attempt to 
sidestep the question of “better- 
ing the conditions of the mining 
community.” In this they were 
thrusting at the Labor Govern- 
ment, with which both often find 
themselves in disagreement. If 
Britain wants coal, Horner said, 
‘it must pay the price—“a fair 


price.” 
Cites Low Pay. 

‘In Britain,” Horner said, “there 
must be a new evaluation of labor, 
and a higher estimate must be 
given those engaged in the most 
dangerous and’ fundamental in- 
dustries.” } 

He said the average wage of 
men in the pits is about £1 ($4) a 
day. Just before the war, he add- 
ed, mining stood eighty-sixth in 
the national wage list. 

“The Government cannot get 
away with bringing in exploited 
races to do the dirty work for 
them,” Horner said, “The British 
people have got to learn how to 
work for their living. No longer 
can they depend on ‘tribute’ from 
placé® like India, Egypt and Bur- 
ma. The money won’t come in 
any more, The people must earn 
their own living for the first time, 
or face a 20 per cent reduction in 
the standard of living.” 

Lawther broke in: “The British

The 
Housé later voted to cite him for 
contempt.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27— The 
first volume of the record of the 
war crimes trial at Nuernberg, 
which was issued today, presents 
a documented report of the circum- 
stances under which the tribunal 
refused to try Baron Gustav 
Krupp von Bohlen und Halbach 
in absentia, and declined also to 
name hig son, Alfred Krupp, as a 
defendant. The account confirms 
and elaborates Post-Dispatch ad- 
vices which were wirelessed from 
Nuernberg in the course of the 
hearing. 

The papers show that the initia- 
tive in this incident was taken 
throughout by the United States, 
in the person of its chief prosecu- 
tor, Associate Justice Robert H. 
Jackson. His motion to indict 
Alfried Krupp jointly with his 

_ father was opposed by the prose- 
. cution staffs of the United King- 
dom, the Soviet Union and France. 
His later proposal to substitute 
the younger for the elder Krupp 
in the dock was supported by the 
Soviet and French prosecutors but 
rejected by the British. 

“It has been the position of the 
United States at all times,” Jack- 
son wrote Nov. 12, 1945, to the 
tribunal, “that the great indus- 
trialists of Germany we guilty 
of the.grimes charged in the in- 
dictment quite as much as its poli- 
ticians, diplomats and soldiers.” 

“The United States respectfully 
submits,” he added, “that no 
greater disservice to the future 
of the world could be done than 
to excyse the entire Krupp family 
and its armament enterprise from 
this trial in which aggressive war- 
making is sought to be condemned. 

“The interests of justice cannot 
be determined without taking into 
account justice to the men of four 
generations whose lives have been 
taken or menaced by Krupp muni- 
tions and Krupp armament. Those 
of the future can feel no safety if 
such persons as this escape all 
condemnation in proceedings such 
as this.” 

British Still Hold Son. 

Alfried Krupp has been in the 
custody of the British Army of 
_ the Rhine since the end of the 
~ war. Brig. Gen. Telford Taylor, 
* in charge of subsequent Ameri- 

can proceeding at Nuernberg, has 

asked repeatedly that Alfried

Labor Hearing — Red-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP)— 
Top officers of the CIO United 
Electrical Workers flatly denied 
Communist membership today and 
accused the Senate Labor Commit- 
tee of “red-baiting.” 

Three leaders of the union, 
headed by Albert J. Fitzgerald, 
president, flared back at questions 
by Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, and 
Ball (Rep.), Minnesota, with pro- 
tests against “innuendo” and “lies 
and slander.” 

Fitzgerald, after testifying that 
he was against barring “Com- 
munists, Socialists, Democrats, Re- 
publicans or anyone else” from 
union membership for reasons of 
“race, creed or political belief,” 
snapped as he rose to leave: 

“I have seen one of the finest 
examples of red-baiting here this 
morning. We came her to testify 
on labor legislation—” 

Taft interrupted him, “—and you 
failed to do so, Mr. Fitzgerald. 
You haven't discussed anything 
that is before the committee.” 

“We had been on our testimony 
only two minutes,” Fitzgerald re- 
joined, “when you injected the 
Communist issue.” 

Asked About Two Others. 

Ball asked Fitzgerald whether 
he regarded James J. Matles, the 
union’s secretary-treasurer, and 
Julius Emspak, director of organ- 
ization, as Communist or Com- 
Fitzgerald

Matles, next to. be called, was 


| greeted with the question point-

“I do not happen to be one,” he 
said firmly.

“Hysterical Proposal.” 

O. A. Knight, president of the 
CIO Oil Workers, called Ball's bill 
to prohibit industry-wide collective 
bargaining “a hysterical propos4l.” 
He said elimination of the closed 
shop.and its modi‘ications, also 
advocated by Ball, would “permit 
management to conduct a guer- 
rilla warfare behind the lines” of 
unions, 

The committee is holding gen- 
eral hearings on the question of 
enacting labor laws. Fitzgerald 
contended that all proposed labor 
legislation is “injurious” to work- 
ers and “aimed directly at the food 
on their tables and clothes on 
their backs.” 

“All bills under the broad head- 
ing of labor legislation that are 
being pushed for adoption are in- 
jurious to employes,” he said, “No 
camouflage of argument, no mat- 
ter how plausible sounding, can 
win their forgiveness for the Con- 
gressman who will raise his hand 
to take food and clothing from 
their children.” 

Replies to Red Charges. 

Asserting that ever since work- 
ers started building industrial 
unions “employers have cried 
‘Communist’ at them,” Fitzgerald 
said: 

“The attacks of this sort against 
the. United Electrical Workers 
have been particularly heavy be- 
cause the UE... has been par- 
ticularly effective in winning bet- 
ter wages for the workers of the 
industry.” 

Fitzgerald contended that “pow- 
erful employer interests” are 
pressing for enactment of labor 
legislation which “would drastical- 
ly weaken labor's bargaining pow- 
er and materially increase the al- 
ready disproportionate power of 
industry.” 

Earlier today Representative 
Hoffman (Rep.), Michigan, pro- 
posed that the staff of the House 
Labor Committee be put “under 
Oath” to determine whether its 
members issued a curious news re- 
lease to drum up publicity for the 
committee. 

AFL President William Green 
told reporters he plans to write 
a letter of protest against the 
statement, which referred to him 
variously as “apparently angry,” 
seemingly “infuriated,” or making 
a “grudging admission.” 

The handout represented itself 
as containing “highlights of testi- 
mony” by Green on proposed labor 
legislation. 

It was given to reporters cov- 
ering yesterday’s committee hear- 
ings on the legislation. It pur- 
ported to be from the office of 
Chairman Hartley (Rep.), New 
Jersey. Hartley disowned it. So 
did everyone else. Hartley ordered 
it withdrawn—hours after its dis- 
tribution. 

“I'll bet you $10 to a sack of 
peanuts,” Hoffman told reporters, 
“the committee staff put it out. 
I'll ask that they be put under 
oath and we'll see Whether they 
did or not.” 

Congressional committees are 
permitted staffs of 10 employes, 
including four “professionals” 
such as attorneys or economists 
and six clerical workers. 

The committee today was to 
hear Atwood R. Wynn, president 
of the Confederated Unions of 
America, a group of independent 
labor organizations, 

In a statement, “Wynn asked 
Congress to enact laws that “will 
tend to dispense with the discrim- 
ination which has been shown to 
independent laboring people and 
provide protection of such inde- 
pendent organizations from the 
attacks of the major labor organ- 
izations.” 

The CIO and AFL, he said, are 
“constantly using their power and 


- 


influence” to put independent 
unions “out of business.” 

Wynn asserted it is difficult for 
independents to get “equality of 
treatment” when most of the men 
appointed to handle labor prob- 
lems in the Department of Labor, 
he said, have a CIO or AF'L back- 
ground, 

William J. Grede, president of 
the Wisconsin Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, told the committee that 
“the Federal Government has no 
place in the employer-employe re- 
lationship.” He said the regula- 
tion and control of working con- 
ditions, “if any is necessary,” 
should be at the state and local 
levels.

“Policies for unifying, in time 
of war, the activities of federal 
agencies and departments en- 
gaged in or concerned with pro- 
duction, procurement, distribu- 
tion or transportation or mili- 
tary or civilian supplies, mate- 
rials and products.” 

“Strategic relocation of indus- 
tries, services, government and 
economic activities, whose con- 
tinuous operation is essential to 
fhe nation’s security.” 

“The co-ordination of military, 
industrial and civilian mobiliza- 
tion.” | 
Effort to Fill Void. 


The importance of the Presi- 
dent's proposal] lies in the fact 
that it is an attempt to fill an 
aching void, and that it seeks a 
solution for one of the supreme 
problems of the day. It recognizes 
that national security and the 
maintenance of a strong army and 
navy, with which to support a 
vigorous foreign policy, depend on 
raw and processed materials for 
military equipment.

The counties of Missouri were laid out 
Guring the days when it required a day 
of travel to reach their county seats by 
horseback or buggies; but it takes an 
hour by automobile. Then in the name 
of common sense why still have so many 
unnecessary counties? 

Missouri could manage to get along 
with about 16,counties. Ninety-nine few- 
er counties,and 99 fewer country repre- 
sentatives sitting around wearing out the 
seat of their pants. And that is only the 
beginning of cutting out the deadwood. 
With fewer office holders, better salaries 
could be paid, attracting more efficient 
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France in Danger 


Unless republican government can quickly 
make itself effective in France, there now is 
danger of civil war between the extremes of 
left and right, and the end danger of a Com- 
munized state. The United States can exert a 
strong influence on the side of republicanism if 


- it will. But it must be a considerable effort and 


it must come soon. 

A very great deal depends, at the moment, 
on what France is able, or unable, to do about 
inflation. The Ramadier Government, a shaky 
coalition of five parties, is trying to prepare for 
a second 5 per cent cut in prices on top of the 
first, put into effect by Leon Blum during his 
brief “caretaker” premiership. The Communist- 
controlled Confederation Generale du Travail is 
pressing for wage increases which its secretary, 
Benoit Frachon, says would amount generally to 
25 or 30 per cent. 

If the Government succeeds in cutting prices, 
it may be possible to hold the wage line also, 
France then will have at least a chance to try 
the austere plan of reconstruction and moderni- 
zation which has been drawn up for it by Jean 
Monnet. It can produce goods at prices low 
enough to command’ an export market, and 
thereby acquire the foreign exchange it desper- 
ately needs for bringing upeto-date machinery to 
its factories and farms. It can improve its 
chances of stabilizing the franc, whose descent 
has been arrested at present after a fall to less 
than one-twentieth of its normal value. 

If the Communists succeed in foisting a large 
wage increase on the economy, the Government 
will be able to do none of these things. Chaotic 
inflation and impotent government may induce 
a growing number of Frenchmen to turn to 
Communism as a port in a storm. Already the 
Communists are the largest political party in 
France, commanding 28 per cent of the vote, and 
continued unrest could increase the percentage. 

If Frenchmen could be persuaded that the 
French Communist party is not a stooge of 
Moscow—and both the French Communists and 
Moscow are working night and day to convince 
them of it— the Communists might, in the opin- 
ion of observers, win half or even a majority of 
French votes. The Communists hold over the 
head of Government, moreover, through their 
control of the Confederation Generale du Tra- 
vail, the threat of a wave of strikes, which 
would sound the death bell for the Monnet plan. 

And finally, unless the Government picks its 
way well between the .explosives that lie to 
either side of its path, it is feared that civil 
war may ensue. The Communists are believed 
to have semi-military units, preserved from the 
underground, ready to rise in southern France; 
and the de Gaullist weekly, Trois Couleurs, says 
units of the Cross of Lorraine are ready in 23 
regions to rise against the Communists. 

But the Ramadier Government is at least 
functioning, and it supplies a foundation on 
which assistance from outside can build. 

To cure its fiscal malady, France must have 
foreign exchange. To have foreign exchange it 
must be able to sell more to other nations, the 
United States among the foremost, than it buys 
from them. And last year the United States 
bought from France only one-ninth as much as 
it sold to that country. 

Also, France must have security from attack 
by its traditional attacker, Germany. Armament 
is a heavy drain on its depleted economy, taking 
40 per cent of the national budget. Fear of 
Germany, moreover, is overshadowing fear of 
Communism and moving French sentiment to- 
ward the Russian orbit. An-‘early and safe 
settlement of the problem of Germany is essen- 
tial to the solution of France’s political and 
economic problems. 

Russian diplomacy is working efficiently and 
with lethal purpose in France, United States 
diplomacy is working there hardly at all. Is it 
so small a thing that one of the last homelands 
of republicanism is in extremis—or does the 
richest and most powerful living republic go to 
its rescue?

1945 Constitution, and Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral C. B. Burns Jr. says it’s strictly legal. 

A county judge can’t help vote a close rela- 
tive of his into a public job, but his two col- 
leagues can do that little favor for him, and 
the court need only make sure the minutes show 
that the member thus favored did not vote. 
What it means is obvious. You take care of 
my boy Bill and I'll take care of your Cousin 
Kate. 

The people thought, of course, that they were 
barring such patronage-swapping, but their 
wishes are no deterrent to the kind of public 
official who is interested only in “taking care” 
of his friends and kin. What can be done? 
Nothing, perhaps, short of a_ constitutional 
amendment, which is slow and cumbersome 
business. It does appear, however, when the 
intent of a constitutional provision is so unmis- 
takably plain as the anti-nepotism rule is, that 
the state’s attorneys and courts could give the 
break to the community at large instead of to 
loophole-hunters. 
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Meat-Ax for School Lunches? 


Federal school-lunch money is about to run 
out in some states. Congress should fill the gap. 
It should also provide at least the $75,000,000 
President Truman has requested for next year, 
which would match this year’s appropriation. 
Nevertheless, Senator Aiken says the program 
is in serious danger in the budget-cutting jam- 
boree, and it is reported that Republicans on 
the House agricultural appropriations subcom- 
mittee plan to refuse any funds. 

Nearly 5,000,000 children (115,000 in Missouri) 
receive nutritious food at school with a few 
cents of federal aid per meal. Many parents can 
barely pay even the reduced prices. The poor- 
est children are fed free. If the program is 
slashed, poor children—those who have their 
only good meal at school—will be subject to 
malnutrition in the crucial years of their 
growth. 

Others, to be sure, do not need aid, but ad- 
mitting them is still justified. They contribute 
to the volume which makes low-cost meals pos- 
sible for the poor. Restricting school lunch 
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rooms to the needy would deal a grave blow to 
public school democracy. Also, the program is 
not only for social welfare, but for aid to agri- 
culture—a most provident aid, since it makes 
healthful use of food surpluses instead of wast- 
ing them or restricting production. 

Slashing the program would require turning 
to less provident aids. It would cost poor chil- 
dren in lifelong lost vitality. It would cost the 
nation, too, because good health, high and low, 
is a priceless asset which sustains good citizen- 
ship, industrial efficiency and national security. 
We trust that Congress will perceive that econ- 
omy is a more delicate task than slashing a 
budget—that a dollar not spent may waste such 
large values that spending it is the best econ- 
omy, 
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East St. Louis Mural 


It is not a pretty picture of democracy that 
is on exhibition in East St. Louis just now. The 
composition is harsh, the colors are dark, the 
feeling is grim. Thomas Benton could do a 
mural from the elements in this contest be- 
tween the Independent ticket and the racket- 
ridden machine for control of East St. Louis. — 

The panels of the mural: 

Young Jack Houston, defeated for City Com- 
missioner, glowers at five $1000 bills thrown 
down on a table by a go-bétween of the riachine 
—a bribe offered if he will switch his support 
from the Independent to the machine ticket in 
the run-off. 

Norbert Nester, the slight, dark-complexioned 
*Veterans’” candidate for Mayor, defeated in 
the primary, announcing that he will support the 
machine in the run-off.

There are plenty of other subjects if there is 
room on the lobby walls of the new East St. 
Louis postoffice—if it ever is built. And re- 
member to preserve one panel for the day after 
election, to tell whether democracy functioned 
as it should or whether the machine wallowed 
through. 

Paint the mural and be sure the youngsters 
see it—especially the 2000 high school students 
cooped up in an old school built to accommo- 
date 700. They should enjoy the spaciousness 
of good mural art. 
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Study in Opposites 

When the Conservatives were in power in 
Britain, President Roosevelt named John G., 
Winant, a pronounced progressive and champion 
of labor, as American Ambassador to the Court 
of St. James’s. Now that a Labor Government 
is in office in Britain, President Truman names 
as American Ambassador Lewis W. Douglas, a 
definite conservative and one of this country’s 


_ richer industrialists and business men. 


It might appear to the British that American 
Presidents have taken upon themselves the func- 
tion of supplying a balance wheel for British 
politics. Indeed, it seems fairly sure that some- 
thing of this motive was present in Mr. Roose- 
velt’s appointment of Ambassador Winant. In 
the Douglas appointment the element is purely 
conjectural. 

But it is not conjecture to say that in several 
ways Mr. Attlee may find Ambassador Douglas 
a good man to have around. As a former Un- 
der Secretary of the Treasury, he is an expert 
in international trade and exchange, which are 
vital matters to Britain now as never before. 

The new Ambassador, finally, is a man of dis- 
cernment. Anything that he does will be done 
with due regard for. human feelings between the 
two countries, which seem to be a trifle aroused 
at the moment over the pointed Palestine rep- 
artee. President Truman has made another good 
choice for a difficult post. 
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Another Failing of the Fake MVA 


The very small amount of agricultural flood 
control work that has been done in the Missouri 
Valley points up still another way in which an 
MVA would be superior to the crazy-quilt or- 
ganization with which development of this river 
basin is being attempted. 

Representatives of the Department of Agri- 
culture told the Missouri Basin Inter-Agency 
Committee at Topeka that all the work of this 
type that has been done is in western Iowa. It 
added that the work was started only 10 years 
ago, was dormant for four war years and was 
resumed in a minor way last year. A basic trou- 
ble, it was brought out, is lack of funds, due to 
more interest by the Department in allocating 
funds to other areas. 

If it were an MVA that were supervising the 
development, the agency would be as much re- 
sponsible for adequate agricultural flood control 
work as for any other phase of the program. 
Its primary interest would be the Missouri Val- 
ley. Agricultural flood control work would be 
done as a matter of course. If it were done 
inadequately, the blame would be easy to place. 
Under the present arrangement, the Department 
of Agriculture can excuse shortcomings in this 
valley with accomplishments elsewhere. 

The hodgepodge of agencies with their “co- 
ordinating” body; the Missouri Basin Inter- 
Agency Committee, is not, in short, doing the 
job. When are we going to get rid of this fake 
MVA and enjoy the benefits of the real thing? 
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An applicant for citizenship was rejected be-

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Are Our Cities Going Broke?

Local governments are looking desperately for a way out of post- 
war economic crisis, magazine says; rising costs stand in way of new 
services and municipal works; many cities are seeking state aid; oth- 
ers have devised a myriad of new taxes in hunt for more revenue. 


From the United States News 


The nation’s cities are confronted with a 
rapidly developing financial crisis, In their 
operations, they have come.to resemble 
huge business enterprises. They provide 
all sorts of services for their citizens, Costs 
of these services are moving up steadily. 
And income won’t stretch far enough to 
pay for them. As. a result, the cities are 
in a desperate search for new sources of 
revenue, 


Behind the crisis stand several factors: 


1. The war years have piled up all sorts 
of urgent work for the cities, Housing 
needs have accumulated. City streets have 
worn out. Public buildings need repairs 
and expansion. 


For all of these, both materials and la- 
bor costs are up from 25 to 125 per cent 
as compared with the prewar period. And 
city revenues show only an infinitesimal 
increase in comparison. 


2. A mood for decentralization is adding 
to the plight of the cities. More and more 
persons are moving out into suburban 
areas where taxes are lower. But, while 
the suburbanites contribute less to the 
support of the cities, they still earn their 
livings there, use streets and other city 
facilities, and often take their children to 
city schools. The cities want to tap the 
suburban source of income. 


States Are Holding Back 


3. The historic grip of rural areas upon 
state legislatures stands in the way of 
the creation of a ‘realistic relationship be- 
tween the states and their cities. 


The cities, their industries and citizens, 
contribute 90 per cent of all taxes to all 
levels of government in the United States. 
But the cities get back only a smal! por- 
tion of this sum. And many forms of rev- 
enue are being withheld from the cities by 
legislatures in which rural members domi- 
nate, 


Rising costs are standing in the way of 
many kinds of municipal works. 

Municipal workers, from school teachers 
and policemen and firemen all the way 
through the list, have been hard hit by the 
higher costs of living. But, in spite of the 
fact that their pay has not kept pace with 
the 50 per cent lift in the cost of living 
since 1939, municipal payrolls are more 
than 30 per cent higher than before the 
war. 


Public Works Postponed 


City construction needs have grown into 
the billions of dollars during the war years 
when neither materials nor labor were 
available. Cities have upward of $7,000,- 
000,000 of sewer and sanitary work to do, 
and need a minimum of $2,000,000,000 of 
new school buildings. New streets, mu- 
nicipal buildings and fire, police and recre- 
ational facilities may raise the total to well 
over $20,000,000,000. 

But inflated costs are holding up these 
activities. Construction costs are from 20 
to 50 per cent higher than before the war. 
Bids for construction sometimes run as 
high as 135 per cent above city engineers’ 
estimates of what the costs should be. 

The combination of higher wages and in- 
flated construction costs is forcing many 
cities to postpone major public-works proj- 
ects. Cities such as Austin, Tex.; Berkeley 
and Long Beach, Calif.» Roanoke, Va.; 


High Point, N. C., and Muskegon, Mich., 
have announced such postponements. 


In spite of the increased costs, however, 
the cities steadily are being compelled to 
expand the number of services that they 
provide for their citizens. In 1824, Detroit 
gave its citizens 24 services. It now sup- 
plies about 400, including the traditional 
police and fire protection, public health, 
hospitals and education, along with such 
newer things as broadcasting stations and 
traffic control. 


Where Revenue Escapes 


The property tax still supplies about 85 
per cent of the revenue for the 155,000 lo- 
cal units of government, Between 1941 and 
1946, the assessments in 249 cities were 
boosted by 10.5 per cent. Seventy-one of 
these cities now assess property at 100 per 
cent of its value. 

But upward of $20,000,000,000 of the prop- 
erty that lies inside cities is tax-exempt 
for one reason or another. New York 
City alone has $5,500,000,000 of tax-exempt 
property in the form of schools, churches 
and Government property. 


Thus, while the costs are rising and new 
jobs are piling up for cities, their time- 
worn source of revenue is reaching the 
peak of its producing power, and city debts 
are rising. 


In this situation, the cities are tackling 
state legislatures for either a share of the 
revenues collected by the states—of which 
the cities pay upward of 75 per cent—or 
for permission to levy taxes on new sources 
of revenue, 


All Kinds of Taxation 


In spite of this added revenue, the cities 
still are compelled to resort to all kinds 
of special taxes of their own. The income 
tax is being used by St. Louis, Philadelphia 
and Toledo, 


Sales taxes are used by several cities, 
agong them Denver, New York, New Or- 
leans, Atlantic City, San Bernardino and 
Santa Barbara, Calif. and Huntington, 
W. Va. 


Other taxes to which cities are turning 
include amusement taxes, and taxes on 
hotel rooms, gas, electric and telephone 
bills, pinball machines, music boxes, vend- 
ing machines, motorbus mileage, water 
bills, taxicabs, carnivals, gasoline. 


In one way or another they are trying 
desperately to raise the money to keep go- 
ing. The cities are fighting for their mu- 
nicipal lives,

JEREMY BELL, by Clyde Brion Davis. (Rinehart &

This is a story of the late '90s, shortly 
after Coxey’s army had marched into Wash- 
ington, when there was much labor unrest, 
Two youths 17 years of age rebelled against 
the seeming utter hopelessness of life in a 
small rural village.

“I been in St. Louis, Mem- 
phis, Washington City, New York and more 
places than I can remember and an honest 
man feels uneasy in all of them. There's

Here they fall 
into the clutches of an unprincipled em- 
ployment agency which promises them good 
wages and transportation to a lumber camp 
in southern Arkansas. From here on the 
story unfolds in the usual manner of two 
disillusioned youths who find themselves 
the victims, not only of the employment 
agency but the operators of the lumber 
camp. They are exploited to the limit and 
robbed of their money. 

A great yearning comes to get out and 
return to their home town. After much 
scheming they escape only to find them- 
selves in the clutches of the law, put in 
jail and faced with long years of service 
in a chain gang. 

* « « 

Eventually they free themselves of this 
prospect, but there is no freedom from oth- 
er harrowing situations. Cold, hunger, ex- 
posure, riding the rods of freight trains, re- 
pulsed by all in a region where vagrancy 
is a crime, they are enticed by a recruiting 
agent to join the army, 

Here the story suddenly ends as if the 
author had got tired of. writing and thought 
it best to get rid of his adventurous youths 
by flinging them into the war with Spain. 
This is unsatisfying, for all through the 
harrowing experiences of these youths the 


author fosters the reader’s desire to see . 


them in their home town, where he feels 
that they belong, and where they can ful- 
fill their destiny.

Atomic Policy Attack. 


Taft’s-etatement went much fur- 
ther than a mere declaration that 
he intended to oppose Lilienthal’s 
confirmation.

thal’s* usefulness would be serious- 
ly impaired even if he is con- 
firmed. 

More serious, however, was what 
appeared to be an attack on the 
basis of American atomic policy, 
which has been widely accepted by 
press and public. The “beginning” 
for that policy—and only a begin- 
ning, as its authors were careful 
to point out—was the Lilienthal- 
Acheson report. Policy was fur- 
ther shaped by Bernard Baruch as 
head of the American atomic dele- 
gation to the U.N. 

The reaction of Taft’s statement 
has been generally adverse. It 
was expressed as forcibly as pos- 
sible in the New York Herald 
Tribune.

Labor Illegal 


HE crisis in which the wortd finds itself today—a crisis un- 
paralleled in the history of the white race and Western civiliza- 


marked by the almost universal 


breakdown of morality and law. The war has not been won and it 
is impossible to make peace because the moral crisis, which—we 
thought—culminated in the murderous regime of Adolf Hitler, has 


not been resolved. 


In Nuernberg a Herr Sauckel 
was condemned and hanged be- 
cause he brought foreign workers 
to Germany and impressed them 
into slave labor. eae 
Siave labor is 
labor performed 
against consent 
and without free 
contract. 

In sentencing 
Herr Sauckel, 
the Allies de- 
parted from a 
time - honored 
principle of 
Western law, 
that a crime is 
not a crime un- 
less it has been Fritz Sauckel 
previously so defined in law. The 
moral justification for branding 
as a crime an act justified as 
“wartime necessity” and clearly 
not defined and subject to legal 
sanctions in international law was 
that it was, in fact, a crime be- 
fore the conscience of mankind. 
The test of such justification is, 
however, that the prosecutors, as 
guardians of that conscience, 
should henceforth recognize it as 
a crime—whenever and by whom- 
ever committed—subject to the 
same conscience and the same 
sanctions. 

There is no law except that 
which its codifiers, prosecutors 
and judges agree to live under 
themselves.

Forced Deportations. 


However, on the day following 
the execution of Herr Sauckel, 
newspapers reported that Russia 
had repulsed German protests 
against the exportation of Ger- 
mans for labor in Russia on the 
ground that the “Germans had 
unconditionally surrendered and 
therefore had no voice in the mat- 
ter.” No “conscience of mankind’ 
was involved. A certain American 
Major in Munich, who directed a 
German paper, had previously ex- 
pressed a similar opinion regard- 
ing the forced deportations of 
Germans from the East. Since 
then a Soviet newspaper in 
Irkutsk has stated that 5,000,000 
prisoners of war are being re- 
tained in Siberia for labor on rail- 
roads, in mine and on _ public 
works projects. 

The Soviet Union is not the only 
country which thus, nearly two 
years after the end of hostilities, 
is employing what was defined at 
Nuernberg as siave labor. The 
Soviet Union was never a signa- 
tory to the Geneva Convention 
' respecting prisoners of war. But 
the United States and France 
were. 

The United States held to that 
oaonvention during the war, when 
American prisoners of war were 
in the hands of the Germans. But 
when our own and French prison- 
ers were relearned, so that there 
was no possibility of reprisals, the 
United States turned over German 


> — 


prisoners of war to France, That 
country, thereafter, with our con- 
sent and connivance and in de- 
fiance of the Geneva Convention, 
has been employing them ever 
since as slave labor under the 


oe same definition of slave labor as 
“\that used against Herr Sauckel in 


Nuernberg. 

The general attitude of the pub- 
lic in Allied countries is that “it 
serves the Germans right.” Few 
care to recall that President 
Roosevelt, in his foreign policy 
speech of September 1944, gave a 
}specific pledge to the German 
people: “The Allies do not traffic 
in human slavery.” 


Has Hitler Won? 


Whoever raises his voice today 
in behalf of the application of the 
new Nuernberg law to all, includ- 
ing ourselves, is promptly casti- 
gated as pro-German. 

But do only a handful of people 
see that we are therewith deepen- 
ing the moral anarchy which is 
developing into physical anarchy? 
Do only a handful of people see 
that we cannot possibly achieve 
universal peace unless we can put 
universal foundations under our 
political life? 

Do only a handful of people see 
that if, having defeated Germany, 
we accept for ourselves Hitler's 
standards and Hitler’s methods, 
Hitler has conquered? 

The only way peoples and gov- 
ernments can establish moral 
foundations under their national 
and international life is by the 
acceptance and application of the 
Golden Rule. It is to do to no 
one what you would not want 
done to yourself under similar cir- 
cumstances. That is the essence 
of justice—the capacity to put 
oneself, one’s nation, one’s class, 
one’s race, one’s society in the 
dock on the charges preferred 
against another, and ask: Were I 
in this position—I, my nation, 
class, or race—would I accept this 
judgment as just? 

That question is the basis of 
morality and law. And until we 
accept this foundation, we shall 
have neither international peace, 
social peace nor peace of mind. 
We shall simply go on going crazy, 
in a split-personality division be- 
tween our avowed moral stand- 
ards and our actual behavior.

DRIVE EXTENDED 


Was to Have Ended Tomor- 
row, but Is $53,000 Short 
of Goal. 


The St. Louis Sympheny Soci- 
ety’s campaign for a _ $125, 
Maintenance fund, which was to 
have ended tomorrow, will be con- 
tinued beyond that date because 
it has fallen $53,000 short of its 
goal, K. Myron Hickey, general 


chairman, said yesterday. 

Like other major symphonies in 
the nation, Hickey said, the St.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 — Con- 
gress, in setting up four special 
committees, is “moving in a dan- 
gerous direction” with respect to 
the LaFollette-Monroney Reorgan- 
ization Act, Representative A. 8. 
M, Monroney (Dem.), Oklahoma, 
said today. 


“The Eightieth Congress had 
the opportunity not only to follow 
through on reorganization but to 
improve upon the act,” Monroney 
told the Post-Dispatch. “Instead. 
the act has been weakened. It is 
a nibbling attack. Its particular 
significance is that it shows a 
trend,” 

Yesterday the House voted 269 
to 100 to éstablish a seven-man 
committee to study the shortage 
of newsprint and voted 270 to 92 


to set up a nine-member commit- 
tee on small business. The Sen- 
ate already had established special 
war investigating and small busi- 
ness committees, 


The purpose of the reorganiza- 
tion act was to eliminate such 
special committees as these, al- 
though the act as passed does not 
prohibit them. Opponents of the 
special committees in the House 
and Senate were in favor of the 
objectives of the committees but 
maintained the work should be 
done by the regular standing com- 
mittees. 

“Backward Step.” 

In a vigorous speech on the 
floor yesterday Monroney said: 

“IT deeply regret to see us here 
today take our first backward step 
in an effort to destroy a very care- 
fully worked out, improved stand- 
ing committee system for the Con- 
gress. By adopting this resolution 


(on newsprint), we are taking that, 


first step, and I fear we wil’ go 
back, back, back to the same old 


real honest-to-@od investigations 
that may disclose some of the 
things that have been going on 
in this government and in the 
country.” 

While the vote was mostly along 
party lines, few of the Democrats 
rallied to Monroney’s support on 
the floor. Representative Adolph

the special] newsprint committee 
violated the spirit of the reorgani- 
zation act. He voted against it. 
However, he was willing to make 
an exception in the case of the 
small business committee and vot- 
ed for it.

THAYER SOULE 


RISE WITHOUT BONUS 
REFUSED BY TEACHERS 


Head of Striking Buffalo 
Union to Refer Terms to 
Executive Body. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Feb. 27 (AP) 
—The president of the striking 
Buffalo Teachers’ Federation ten- 


tatively turned down today a pro- 
posed state salary guarantee of 
$2200 to $4150 for Buffalo's 2960 
instructors but indicated he would 
leave the final decision to the in- 
dependent union’s executive body. 

All 98 Buffalo public schools 
were closed today with 71,000 pu- 
pils idle. The Board gt Education 
yesterday decided to'close the 19 
schools that had remained open. 

Raymond J. Ast, president of 
the federation, which has 2400 
members on strike, said that with- 
out federation sanction he could 
accept no terms unless they in- 
cluded an immediate $500 cost-of- 
living bonus. 

Informed that the committeé’s 
report was expected to recommend 
a minimum starting salary of 
$2200 for a three-year probationary 
period for Buffalo teachers, and a 
$4150 minimum after 13 years, Ast 
inquired: “Is the state making 
this mandatory? How is it to be 
financed?” 

He said of a proposed financing 
system, which is said to provide 
that the localities pay their share 
through new local taxes, that “ap- 
parently that would toss it right 
back to the city.” 

Terms of the recommendations 
of the Governor's committee will 
be announced tomorrow, and sub- 
mitted to the Legislature Mon- 
day. 

‘Ast had said he did not expect 
the committee plan to be satisfac- 
tory anyway, because it probably 
would not become effective until 
July 1, and “the teachers want 
action now.” 

His statement came amid re- 
ports of student disorder and the 
snowballing of severhl non-strik- 
ing teachers in the four-day walk- 


out. 

The strike, largest in the na- 
tion’s history, has not affected the 
instruction of 29,881 children at 
the city’s 87 parochial, diocesan 
and private Catholic schools. 


Teachers’ Pay Scale Up to $6000 
a Year Urged. 

NORWALK, Conn., Feb. 27 
(UP)—A salary scale of $2500 to 
$6000 for teachers here was rec- 
ommended today by a committee 
of three university educators 
asked to survey the pay situation. 
The survey followed a teachers’ 
strike last September which de- 
layed the opening of Norwalk 
schools for a week. 

The committee advocated the 
salary increase as “the only solu- 
tion to establish the teaching pro- 
fession on a sound economic basis 
as a full-time life profession for 
able men and women.” Salaries 
of $6000 and more a year were 
recommended for teachers of ex- 
ceptional ability and training. 

The committee, composed of Dr. 
Samuel M. Brownell of Yale, Er- 
nest O. Melby of New York Uni- 
versity and Dr. John K. Norton 
of Columbia University, told the 
board of education in an open 
meeting last night that Connectl- 
cut was “still back in the nine- 
teenth century” in providing state 
aid for education, 

The report said the state gov- 
ernment contributed only 10 cents 
of every dollar spent for educa- 
tion compared with a national av- 
erage of 32 cents. 

The committee told the board 
that even though more state aid 
would be desirable, “the question 
is not whether Norwalk can pay 
more, but whether it will.” 

The committee report said a 
survey among the 256 teachers 
showed that 100 of them had spent 
an average of $807 more last year 
for living . expenses than they 
earned teaching.

T burst of British Foreign Sec- 

retary TErnest Bevin against 
President Truman's restatement 
last October of a position which 
he had stated many times, neces- 
sitates a little clear thinking on 
the part of all of us. 

Mr. Bevin will remember that it 
was at the British government's 
request that a commission of in- 
quiry composed of British and 
Americans restudied the question 
of Palestine. At the time, it 
seemed to me an utterly unneces- 
sary commission, since we already 
knew, as did Great Britain, all 
there was to know on that subject, 
Therefore, there could be only one 
reason for the request—namely, 
that Great Britain desired to have 
the United States accept some re- 
sponsibility for any future policy. 

From later developments it was 
mede clear that we, at least, had 
not understood that we were as- 
suming any military responsibil- 
ity, but had thought that the re- 
port of the commission would 
carry some weight. 

” . . 

AS FAR AS I KNOW, the rec- 
ommendations that were made 
might just as well never have 
been made. The average public 
can only judge, as I do, by what 
they see day by day in the press. 
They cannot have private infor- 
mation which we suppose is avail- 
able to the foreign offices of the 
world. But those foreign offices 
must be as familiar as the aver- 
age individual with stands which 
are clearly understood in every 
country. 

It can have been no surprise to 
Mr. Bevin that the President of 
the United States, in accordance 
with the recommendations of the 
Anglo-American Commission — 
which Great Britain had asked for 
—called for the admission of 100,- 
000 refugees into Palestine. It 


can have been no surprise to the 

So this sudden attack on the 
part of the foreign secretary of 
Great Britain seems to have oc- 
curred under the impact of sud- 
den anger, perhaps not entirely 
concerned with Palestine. 

No one in the world thinks that 
the question of Palestine is an 


easy one for Great Britain. And | 


the world is aware of the troubles 
facing the British Empire today, 
which have come about largely 
because of the slowness with 
which certain inevitable changes 
have been faced — not just in 
Great Britain but in many other 
parts of the world. If India had 
been developed to the point where 
Canada now stands, there would 
be no problem in India. But that 
is hindsight, and we cannot turn 
back the pages of history.

WE CAN, HOWEVER, accept 
the situation as it is in the world 
today and we can suggest to other 
nations, such as the Arabs, that 
there are advantages to be gained 
from doing so. The Palestine ques- 
tion is a thorny problem, and in 
all probabality no one is going to 
be completely satisfied with the 
way it is settled. .

made agreement impossible by re-

Bid Again? 


By S. J. Simon 


HE cards are freak. Both sides 
T are bidding freely. The bidding 
soars to dizzy heights. Present- 

ly the critical point is reached. 
You have to make a decision. Are 
you going to double them or are 
you going to bid one more? 
Thousands of points may hang 
on your judgment. Now, I cannot 
teach you judgment, but I can 
suggest a very simple method by 
which the thousands you may 
gain by your decision still remain, 
while the thousands you might 
lose dwindle into hundreds. It is 
this: When in doubt, bid one more. 
The argument is purely mathe- 
matical and unanswerable. You 
have bid up to four spades arfd 
the enemy players have overbid 
with five hearts, Both sides are 
vulnerable, You do not think they 
can make five hearts but they 
might. You do not think you can 
make five spades, but again, you 
might, and you are pretty cer- 
tain you won’t be more than one 
down. Let us look at the mathe- 
matics of it. Consider your maxi- 
mum loss first. You bid five 
spades, are doubled, and, horror, 
go down two, Greater horror atill, 
you find the enemy would have 
been down two doubled in five 
hearts, This, of course, is an ex- 
treme case and suggests that per- 
haps the decision is not so close 
as you thought it was: But even 
at that, your loss is 1000 points. 
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TAKE a more normal result of 
your wrong view. You bid five 
spades, go down one doubled, and 
find you have defeated five hearts 
by one trick. Your cost is 400 
points, And now take the other 
extreme, You double five hearts 


and they make it. They score 300 . 


plus 500 for game plus 60 for 
doubled contract—850. And ‘now 
you find that you could have made 
five spades and scored 850 your- 
self. Your wrong view has now 
cost you 1700 points. 

And if your competitive bidding 
has taken you into the slam zone, 
you have to be even more careful. 
Anything can happen on these 
freak hands, and personally, when 
it comes to slams, I am quite pre- 
pared to be 1000 points out on my 
decision to bid one more (500 
points either way) than take the 
chance of the enemy making a 
slam when I‘might be making one 
myself, 
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NEXT I AM going to talk about 
the points you lose by NOT doub- 
ling. Earlier in this series I 
bawled you out for doubling slams 
with holdings on which a double 
to you seemed automatic. Now 
I am going to urge you to double 
a different type of contract on 
holdings that appear to be inade- 
quate. This is loaded with dyna- 
mite, for it is well known that 
nothing annoys a partner as much 
as an unsuccessful double; while 
doubling opponents into a game 
is almost beyond the pale. 

The theory of doubling is the 
least understood theory in con- 
tract bridge. A mass of research 
has been. poured into every other 
phase of the game with a large 
lake of resultant literature into 
which the student may dip. But 
doubling has been ignored. Certain 
sidelights oof it, informatory 
doubles, lead directing doubles, 
have received their share of atten- 
tion, but the basic principles of 
doubling — ordinary straightfor- 
word honest-to-goodness business 
doubling—have been taken for 
granted. In the whole literature 
of bridge, I know of no single 
book’ that has made a serious at- 
tempt to analyze the theory of 


doubling, and that gives the read-° 


er at least some hint as to when 
to double, when not to double, 
when to leave a double in, and 
when to take it- out. Even the 
very elementals, the mere mathe- 
matics of doubling are seldom 
stressed. The bridge player is 
left to find them out for himself.

FTER viewing the great vari-

Calling It the “Achilles Tendon.” 


VERYBODY knows the story 
For the popular expression ‘to 

have an Achilles heel,’ but will 
you please give the origin of 
‘Achilles tendon’ for the muscle at 
the back of the leg.” 

For those less well-versed in 
anatomy than the reader who sent 
this inquiry, we should look into 
the function of the “Achilles ten- 
don,” which is to connect two 
muscles in the calf of the leg to 
the heel bone. 


The tendon goes down the back 
of the leg. To the right and left 
of it in the calf are the muscles 
called the soleus and the gastroc- 
nemius. The tendon is estimated 
to be strong enough to resist a 
force equal to a thousand pounds 
in weight and yet it can be rup- 
tured by a yiolent contraction of 
the muscles. 

The name given this tendon is 
in allusion to the fabled death of 
Achilles, mythological hero of 
Homer’s Iliad. The same incident 
gave us the metaphor, “Achilles 
Heel,” for the one weakness or 
vulnerability which most endan- 
gers a person, as the vulnerability 
of Achilles’ heel led to his un- 
doing. 

In its various poetic versions, 
the myth remains substantially 
the same—Achilles’ mother, seek- 
ing to render him immune to 
harm, dipped him in the river. 
Styx. She held him by a heel, 
which was not immersed and thus 
left a vulnerable spot. Later, an 
arrow struck him there and 
caused his death.

Enunciation, very good, as is the 
case with nearly all singers, both 
classical and popular.
